Philosophy & 


Objectives The major concern of Geography at Loyola is 


Man in the Modern World and the main objective 
an understanding of the interrelationships 
between man and the environment. The geog- 
rapher aims not merely at description, at 
answering the question "What is there?" 

but at an exploration and an analysis of 

"What is happening there?" and "Why is it 
happening there?" 


Geography is for the student fascinated by 

the world view as well as by the local scene. 

It is rooted in both the natural sciences and 
the social sciences, and attempts to answer 
many widely differing questions: How and 

why did the modern technological society 

evolve? How does our environment function 

and how is it threatened by man and by urbaniza- 
tion? What is the future of our cities? 

What are the implications of the present 
extraordinary population growth on world 
resources, food and politics? Can the quality 
of life be improved in the developing countries? 


This programme is designed to make students more aware 
of their environment, more analytical in their thinking, 
and to prepare them both for intelligent world citiz- 
enship and for further research.

The Physical Environment: 

Courses leading to a B.Sc. Minor deal with 
the atmosphere, climate, landforms, soils 

and vegetation; the ecological systems of the 
earth, their influence on human behaviour, 


and man's impact upon them. 


The Human Environment: 

x Courses leading to a B.A. Minor. These 
courses deal with the evolution of modern 
society, the escalating predicament of pop- 
ulation expansion and the growth of cities 
and urbanization. Problems of planning, 
and special courses on Canada, the Third 
World, and other regions broaden the world 
view.

Geographic Techniques: 


Courses for both Arts and Science students 
introduce them to the latest cartographic, 
statistical and technological methods of study 
and spatial analysis. These methods are being 
found increasingly useful by students in other 
disciplines. 


The most important prerequisite is an insatiable 
curiosity about human society and its environment. 
The Science student must fulfil the normal CEGEP 
requirements or their equivalent for entry into a 
Science degree programme. 


Elective Opportunities: 


The value of geography courses for students in other 


disciplines cannot be stressed too high!y. Physics, 
chemistry, biology, botany, geology and ecology 

all find application in the various courses in 
Physical Geography. Cultural] Geography is a blend 
of archaeology, anthropology, biology, geuctics, 
psychology, ecology, sociology and history, plus 
the geographical dimension. Population geography 

is relevant to many fields, as are the mapping, 
spatial and statistical techniques taught in our 


courses. Urban and locational geography are essential 


for any student interested in planning and there 
are regional & world courses for those interested in 
international problems. 


Career Opportunities: 


Geographers are in demand in environmental, planning 
and market research spheres. There are jobs in public 
and private sectors for those with mapping and 
analytical training and in teaching for those with 
general training. Specialist advancement will 
however depend on graduate studies.

FOUNDATIONS OF GEOGRAPHY: 
ENVIRONMENT AND MAN. 


PREREQUISITE: None.
